Visiting Nurse Needs Help 


The Visiting Nurse Association^ certainly one of the 
most worth-while agencies partially supported in Sierra 
Mdre by the Community Chest, is in serious financial 
shape. 

Unless it receives more money, in fact, it will be forced 
to refuse care to all new patients. The Association was 
allocated $300 b ythe Community Chest here. It has al- 
ready spent more than that and needs approximately 
$720 in addition to continue its work. 

The fact that the organization is short of money, it 
must be emphasized, is not the fault of the Community 
Chest. The Red Feather agency allocated the exact amount 
the Visiting Nurse Association requested. 

The Association badly underestimated the number of 
cases it would be asked to handle here. Consequently, the 
$300 appropriation disappeared almost before the year & A 
started. 

One faulty estimate, though, is no reason why dozens 
of Sierra Madreans should be denied so valuable and ' 
inexpensive a service as that performed by the Visiting 
Nurse. 

The Association, a non-profit agency, has been faith- /P' 
fully servdng Sierra Madre for the past eight years. Last 
year, 333 visits were made to 22 homes. This year, the < 
agency could easily double that amount, judging by the 
number of requests. 

The Visiting Nurse charges $4 a visit, an extremely 
reasonable figure, to those who can afford to pay. Those 
who can’t may receive professional care free of charge. 

The group is ready to serve anybody under a doctor’s 
care, regardless of race or creed, on a one-visit basis or ^ 
for several years. 

The most frequent calls are for home instruction for 
new mothers, injections and for bedside care for elderly 
people or for those suffering from a prolonged illness. [ umj,* 

The Community Chest already has held one emer- - - 

gency meeting in an attempt to decide what steps to take, 

Other meetings will be held in the near future. 

Whether the Visiting Nurse Association continues its 
humanitarian role in Sierra Madre is, of course, up to you. 

For whatever the Community Chest decides, the money 
must come from your pocketbook. . 

It would be shame to see it fail for the lack of a 
dime or two from each one of us. Particularly when we 
realize that our money also is supporting many other qoqqi 
organizations much less in need of our help. — H.W.E.

SIAMESE RICE 
(Basic recipe for different 
versions of fried rice) 
Place two cups of pack¬ 
aged rice in a large skil¬ 
let with about two table¬ 
spoons of cooking oil. 
Turn heat fairly high and 
stir constantly to prevent 
sticking and to scorch 
evenly until a nice brown 
flavorful color. 

Add salt to taste and 
hot water to cover, and 
boil till grains stort get¬ 
ting tender. Cover with lid 
and turn heat very low to 
steam till fluffy. Add a lit¬ 
tle water as needed to pre¬ 
vent sticking. 

CHINESE FRIED RICE 
P r e p o r e above basic 
recipe. 

In separate skillet piace 
two ham slices which 
have been cut into small 
cubes, the skillet having 
been greased by cooking 
a bit of ham fat. Turn the 
cubes to brown evenly and 
add one-half cup of dark 
brown sugar and three or 
four tablesi>oons of s o y 
sauce. Cook aminuteto 
blend ham and syrup. 

In another pan place 
four eggs which have been 
scrambled. Fry until firm 
enough to cut into strips 
or cubes. 

Chop a bunch of scall¬ 
ions into small pieces.

The earliest symptom is 
anxiety followed by restle.ss- 
ness and distrust. Tliis de¬ 
velops rapidly into mania, 
then delirium. During this 
period, the throat becomes 
more and more jKiralyzed. 

The victim is unable to swal¬ 
low. Convulsions usually fol¬ 
low. Coma and death come 
quickly. 

UNLESS TREATED imme¬ 
diately, death from rabies is 
inevitable. Unfortuna t e 1 y , 
however, treatment is not 
perfect and has certain 
drawbacks. The injections, 
given for three weeks, are 
painful and cause consider¬ 
able discomfort. 

The usual procedure to¬ 
day is to observe closely the 
animal which inflicted the 
bite. If rabies develops in 
the animal, treatment is be¬ 
gun. Should the bite have 
been given by a stray or wild 
animal which escapes cap¬ 
ture and observation, it then 
becomes a problem calling 
for quick decision by the 
doctor as to when treatment 
should begin. 

Control of rabies, from the 
public health .standpoint, is 
not confined solely to the 
treatment of individuals bit¬ 
ten by rabid animals. The 
problem’s much broader 
phase is that of observation.
